His message was one of self- 
determination, self-discipline, 
self-respect and building unity in 
ourcommunities. Billed as a “Stop 
the Killing" rally, Minister 
Farrakhan called on the black and 
Latino communities to work to- 
gether to drive out the drug deal- 
ers, thieves, and murderers who 
are destroying our children and 
their hopes for the future. 

The diverse and broad range 
of support for Minister Farrakhan 
in the black community is very 
evident. The audience, as it was 
in 1985 when he spoke in New 
York at the Madison Square Gar- 
den to a crowd of over 30,000

Though the white controlled

Racism in traffic court 


Dear editor, 

On November 12 in Chesterfield Twp. Municipal court, I witnessed the 
judge make a distinction between a black Trooper's “opinion” and a white 
Trooper's “emphatic, credible testimony". Not only was this outrageous, it 
was the best example I’ ve witnessed to date that credence is contingent upon 
one’s ethnic background. 

During those five hours, I un prosecution mount a civil rights 
attack in Traffic Courtas trooperasa witness. 
This is simply because he is part bie EEOC complaint alleging racial bias 
in the State Police. 

More importantly, as a former trooper, I, like him, lacked the ability to 
testify in the court of law. This became apparent when the judge warned me 
four times, which is four times more than I was warned as a trooper over four 
years! Suddenly, it’s impossible to convey a chain of events from the other 
side of the law, in defense of a fri ing tii my former 
colleagues, who needed to prove he was different. 

Reasonable doubt was never an issue, despite conflicting statements 
between the troopers. As the judge concluded, the opinion of the black 
trooper “was not good enough. If reasonable doubt varies by degree, inform 
us of the criteria! 

Truth and objectivity will always be subject to the political constraints 
of the system. The judge himself has first-hand experience (in Southampton 
Twp.) of the consequences of being fair as opposed to wise, and should have 
taken this into consideration before trying this case. i

opinion of the “black experience” b "by suggesting readings in black literature. 
tous! As the Jud; th was 
flat during his summation, it was as painful as watching the slave master 
“convince” Kunta Kinte his name was Toby. If he is going to allow the issue 
of bias in traffic court, address the issue of bias in He never did. 

I would suggest the judge add Black Robes White Justice, by one of his 
former colleagues (Bruce Wright) and Racism and Psychiatry (Alexander 
Thomas) to his collection of literature. At least this keeps the “black 
experience” relevant to the issue at hand. then again, he would conclude this 
is only the “opinion” of black authors! 

Statements of this nature only reinforces the need for people to find a 
comfort zone when they must do wrong. In our search for equal justice as a 
people, his “remedy” certainly doesn’t soothe our pain.

Although most Americans wel- 
come the approaching holiday sea- 
son as a time to enjoy family and 
friends, people who have experi- 
enced a death during the past year 
may dread the coming of what used 
to be a joyous time. In fact, with 
more than two million deaths a year, 
the number of people affected is 
significant 

Grief counselors, knowing how 
difficult the holidays can be, offer a 
number of suggestions for thenewly 
bereaved. These include planning 
ahead and deciding what traditions 
to keep and which ones to change 
before the holiday arrives. Chang- 
ing at least some traditions is a good 
idea so that the absence of a loved 
one is not as painful. 

They also suggest family mem- 
bers schedule some time together to 
talk about the people who have en- 
riched their lives, including those 
who have died recently and those in 
the past. 

The New Jersey State Funeral 
Directors Association recommends 
contacting your local funeral direc- 
tor. Local funeral homes may pro- 
vide brochures, offer a “lending li- 
brary” to borrow books on the griev- 
ing process or may directa family to 
a local support group for the be- 
reaved.

"Tis the season to be jolly—but smart—about drinking 


SUMMIT—’Tis the season for holi- 
day merriment...and overindulgence. 
Unfortunately, alcohol and substance 
abuse greatly intensify during the hol- 
idays. According to Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD), nearly 45 
percent of all traffic fatalities that oc- 
curred between Thanksgiving andNew 
Year’s Day in 1992 were alcohol-re- 
lated. And nearly 75 percent of all New 
Year’s Day traffic accidents in 1992 
were alcohol-related. In New Jersey, 
65.6 percent of traffic fatalities were 
reported according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. With calen- 
dars full of festive parties and emo- 
tions edged by the stresses of the sea- 
son, there are increased opportunities 
for drinking. And the results are often 
deadly.
